He IULS Ins knife or 
his revolver with him, and ia led to do 
what he would not do and could not tto 
if these weapons wore not about Ins .per- 
son. In a large majority of eases murder- 
ers under these circumstances could not 
be led to commit such a deed iu their 
sober moments. They are rushed iuto 
the crime by tho very fact of having 
about them deadly weapons. The way

oll'ouae to carry concealed weapons. If 
this were done there would bo fewer m ur- 
dera in the South among botli whites and 
blacks, and fewer executions. There is 
a good deal of carrying those weapons in 
the North, and this should be discour- 
aged, but the criminal results aro not BO 
numerous as in the South. This matter 
has been brought to the attention of the 
Legislatures in the South but they have 
lacked the courage to take rigorous ac- 
tion in the matter.

Dcstroying the CurcuUo. 


Those who have only a few fruit 


trees, and arc earnestly desirous to soo 
the fruit grow to perfection, can by reg- 
ular and persevering warfare on the 
curculio accomplish the object. In tho 
financial sense it may not always pay, 
but that with many is not tho point at 
issue. 


The curculio, which destroys apricots, 


nectarines,plums, peaches and cherries, 
and frequently injures pears and ap- 
ples, is n winged insect with a long pro- 
ooscis and a sma'.l body. When taken 
lii the hand from ti.i earth or a sheet, 
it much resembles a dried bud, both ia 
color and shape. The incision it makes 
in frait is not malicious, but simply the 
carrying out of its maternal instincts. 
In the crescent-shaped cut it makes it 
de'posits. an egg, or nit. This soon 
hatches and becomes a " worm," living 
on the fruit until it attains a certain 
period of growth, when it leaves it, 
goes, probably, into the earth until tho 
next spring, and then appears as the 
f nil-Hedged winged insect, to "sting" 
more fruit., and die in its turn. 


The common period of work for this 
Insect is the early morning, from day- 
light until the :dew is gone. At least 
this is the best time to catch it, because • 
then there is usually;- little or no wind 
and it is moderately cool. Tho tools 
wanted aro a white muslin shoot and a 
rubber mallet. The sheet should be 
largo enough to cover tho ground under 
the trees to be operated- upon, with a 
slit in 
the 
middle for 
half 
its 


length, so that it can pass nvound 
the trunk. 
Tho 
sheet 
is to bo 


kept open by light sticks or latlis 
naded at the ends, and two persons at 
least are needed to operate it, and three 
aro better. 
Lay the sheet on tho 


ground, and with the mallet strike the 
tree on the trunk if not large, or else ou 
some of tho limbs. Tho blow should bo 
sharp rather than heavy. Ou feeling 
the jar the eurcnlio draws up his' (or 
her) 
logs and drops. On reaching tho 
sheet it lies motionless for a minute or 
two, 
as if feigning death. Hunt it out, 


pick it up, and destroy it. Go from 
tree to tree in this way, onco each fair 
day at least, and as much of tencr as you 
can. ~ Every specimen of fruit will not 
bo saved, but a fair share of tho crop. 
Much will depend on the time tho work 
is begun and the persistency with 
which it is kept up. It should coni- 
raonco tho moment tho fruit "sots," 
and be kept up through fire or six 
.weeks, or until it is nearly ripe. It can 
bo done rapidly after a little practice, 
or at tho rate of about one tree per min- 
ute, in, a, cultivated orchard.

tto best results with ithcm.

Only one igrpwn person, and one or 


two children to-assist, are needed to do 
tho work. A very little practice will 
enable tho operators to single out the 
curculio from tho bits of rubbish which 
the mallet may bring down from the 
tree. Tho number per tree on a hot 
morning will vary greatly, sometimes 
none, sometimes two dozen, though this 
number is rare. Shaking the tree will 
not answer; it must be u blow. Mr. 
Thomas recommends that a spike be 
driven into tho tree and a nail-hammer 
struck upon it; others saw off a spare 
limb anil strike on the stump. A rub- 
ber mallet tho writer has found to be 
preferable to eilhcr. Tho early morn- 
ing is the best time to operate, "because 
then the air is generally still, and the 
work ia impracticable when the wind 
blows strong; nor can it be done' in 
rainy weather. When tho season is 
over tho sheet can be rolled up and laid 
.away, and be used again through sev- 
:ctal seasons. —N. Y. Observer.

USEFUL AND SUUUESTIVE. 


—It is a mistaken idea to cover a 


carpet with drugget in tho belief that it 
saves it 
What wears out carpets is tho 


grinding on tho floor, and tho protec- 
tion- should comn from beneath. 


—Currant Preserves.—To each pound 


of fruit, add ono pound - of good white 
sugar, and set it on tho stove. Let it 
come to a boil; skim out tho currents, 
and boil the sirup down till it will make 
jolly; put back tho fruit, and dip into 
bowls. When cold, paste paper wnt 
with white of egg over the top, and set 
away. 


—Pickled Poppers.— Cut 
tho tops 


out in a round circle with a sharp pen- 
knife, and preserve them; fill each pep- 
per with a mixture of lincly-choppod 
cabbage, 
horse-radish, mustard-seed 


and salt. Before filling, mash the pop- 
pers in cold water, then fill, replace tho 
pieces cut out, tie with coarse thread, 
pack them in stone jars, and fill thoni 
up with cold, sharp vinegar. They will 
be ready for use in two weeks. 


—A Pennsylvania farmer who has 


tried it recommends, that when spring 
sowing of clover seeds does not catch, 
that sowing clover seed upon the 
stnbblo in August, or early in Septem- 
ber will generally repair tho damage, 
either with or without harrowing in, 
although harrowing is the most reliable 
practice. Tho cost of the seed is but a 
tritlo compared with tho changing the 
proper rotation of tho crops, established 
upon every well-regulated farm. 


—A correspondent of the Now York 


Times rocoinmonds as a cure for grub 
in the head, which is unusually preva- 
lent this season, tho use of dry air- 
slacked lime in line powder. A quan- 
tity of this is put into a small box or 
dipper and applied to tho sheep's nose, 
so that some of tho dust is inhaled into 
the nostrils. This causes violent snooz- 
ing and the ejection .of tho grubs. Tho 
limo may also be iiso'd by scattering it 
on A baru floor for an inch in depth and 
drive tho sheep through it, by whicii 
the dust is raised and breathed and 
sneezing produced. 


—Luncheon Cakes—Doiled ham or 


tougue; butter; whites of eggs; slices of 
bread; capers; .celery .soo.ls" Cut tho 
meat very lino and pound it well, add- 
ing some butter and a little cream; (ill 
a mold with it, and sot it for half an 
hotir in a moderate oven; turn it out, 
and cover tho surface with the beaten 
whites of the eggs.;. Out tho broad in 
thin slices, cutting oft'the crust; spread 
each slice with tho mixture, and sprin- 
kle with capers or ^he" 'flolory ricseds to 
be obtained at confectioners; then roll 
the sandwiches, and tie thorn with fancy 
ribbons. 


—Many devices have boon used to 


preserve newly planted corn from the 
crows and blackbirds, but gonerttUy 
without elVcct. Tho present season tho 
writer hit upon tho device of seasoning 
tho seed with earbolio acid, which has 
a strong odor, and so far tho crows 
have lot the corn severely alono, and 
there is no injury whatever to tho seed. 
A toospoonful of tho acid is used to a 
quart of water well stirred and sprayed 
over the seed placed in a heap on tho 
barn floor. Tho corn is then stirred 
with a shovel and more of the solution 
sprayed upon it until every grain is 
moistened slightly with it. Tho seed 
ean be sown with a drill, as it dries in 
five minutes, but it retains the scent 
sufficiently to keep off birds and cut- 
worms.
